“Four of these builders, however,
came to Torrance and spent consid-
erable time looking ‘éver the situa-
tion, and then decided. to invest
their -money elsewhere. The Board
of Directors then decided that a
Inccl Mutual Building & Loan As-
sociation might bé the solution, so
after several conferemces, withs var-
ious Building & Loan Association
executives, the TORRANCE MU-
TUAL BUILING & LOAN ASSOCIA-
TION was organized and is now in
operation. The Security Housing
Corporation of Los Angeles which
finances the purchase or building
of a home up to 70% of its value
was also induced to start opera-
tions here.
